WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP). 
-—Outspoken opposition by mem- 
bers of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee today threatened to delay 
Senate consideration of a proposal 
to cement the United Nations into 
a permanent organi7z:tion-for col- 
laboration on world economic-and 
political problems. 

President Roosevelt indicated at 
a press conference late yesterday 
that he wanted more discussion of 


the postwar world, but opposed at 
present the making of plans which 
would bind this Government at 
the peace table. 

With Senator Clark (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, predicting Senate discussion 
might go so far afield as to cause 
a “breakup in the war effort,” ad- 
ditional silent but powerful senti- 
ment appeared to be developing 
among committee members to pro- 
ceed cautiously on a resolution by 
Senators Hatch (Dem.), New Mex- 
ico; Hill (Dem.), Alabama; Ball 
(Rep.), Minnesota, and Burton 
(Rep.), Ohio, : 

The four proposed that the Sen- 
ate urge this nation to take the 
lead in. organizing the Allies for 
joint action now on the problems 
of government, rehabilitation and

JEFFERSON CITY, March 17. 
—Biennial appropriation bills fix- 
ing the cost of Missouri's State 
government for 1943 and 1944 at 
$244,870,360 or about $25,700,000 less 
than the total expenditures rec- 
ommended by Gov. Donnell in his 
budget message to the Legislature 
were introduced in the House to- 
day by Representative C. P. Junge, 
Benton County, chairman of the 
Appropriations Committee. 

eJunge said his bills presented a 
balanced State budget, which 
would give the State a surplus of 
$7,449,786 in general revenue funds 
at the end of the two-year period, 
instead of a deficit of about nine 
million dollars uwnder the Gover- 
nor’s proposed spending program. 

His budget-balancing claim is 
based on Gov. Donnell's estimate 
of the amount of State general 
revenues available for the bien- 
nium. owever, the Missouri 
Public Expenditure Survey, a pri- 
vately-supported organization, has 
estimated the State will receive 
much less in general revenues 
anticipated, 
and on its estimate Junge’s bills 
would result in a deficit of $3,178,- 
622 for the biennium. 

The aggregate expenditu pro- 
posed by the chairman of the Ap- 
propriations Committee are about 
16 million dollars less than the 
appropriations for the last  bien- 
nium, including those approved at 
the 1941 regular session and the 
1942 special session. 

Junge’s budget calls .or expen- 
ditures of $68,136,301 from vital 
general revenue funds of the State, 
a cut of $14,802,237 from those rec-

Mrs. W. J. Jenkins Suf- 
fers Shock and Bruises 
After Morning Blast 
on South Hanley Road. 


A terrific explosion in the boiler 
of the hot water heating plant of 
the Regent Apartments, 732 South 
Hanley road, Clayton, blew out a 
section of the north wall of the 
three story structure this morning 
and blasted the bed occupied by 
Mrs. W. J. Jenkins into the yard 
where it landed on top of a pile 
of debris. 

Mrs, Jenkins, 67 years old, was 
taken to St. Luke’s Hospital, suf- 
fering from shock and bruises. She | 
had been alone in the first floor 
apartment, as her husband, presi- 
dent of the Consolidated Coal Co., 
was away on a business trip from 
which he returned this morning. 

The blast ripped out a 25-foot 
section of the wall, from the base- 
ment to the roof, exposing apart- 
ments on the three floors. The 
second floor apartment, above the 
boiler, room, was occupied by Mr. 
and Mrs. S. M. Brown. The corre- 
sponding apartment on the third 
floor was occupied by Mr. and Mrs. 
Alan M. Devereux. 

Other Apartments Damaged. 

Several more of the 15 apart- 
ments in the building were dam- 
aged substantially, Windows were 
broken, plaster fell, walls gracked, 
and door frames were ripped away 
from partitions. 

J. R. Van Raalte, an occupant 
ot a third-floor apartment, and 
vice-president of the Van-Kost 
Realty Co., which owns the build- 
ing, estimated the damage to the 
building at $25,000. There was no 
estimate of damage to the con- 
tents. 

Devereaux, a manufacturer's 
agent,. told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter the explosion occurred at 
5:20 a. m. He was about half 
awake at the time, he said, and 
his first thought was that enemy 
airplanes were dropping bombs. 

“Subconsciously, I listened for 
the airplanes, and I tried to get 
down to the basement, because I 
kept thinking we were being 
bombed,” Devereaux said. 

Cries of Fear in Building. 

“I grabbed my wife and we tried 
to get out one of the bedroom 
doors. It was jammed. We got

‘| (AP),—The Illinois Legislature put 


itself on record today as opposing 
a fourth term for President Roose- 
velt when the House adopted, after 
sharp debate, a Senate-approved 
resolution urging a constitutional 
amendment limiting Presidents to 


two terms. The vote.was 82 to 55. 

Thus the Republican-controlled 
General Assembly joined the leg- 
islatures. of Indiana and Michigan 
in indorsing the two-term limita- 
tion proposal which is also under 
consideration in the Missouri, Iowa 
and isconsin legislative bodies. 
The House vote generally followed 
party lines, with Representative 
C. W. Creighton (Dem.); Fairfield, 
the only Democrat voting in favor 
of the resolution. 

The resolution invites the legis- 
latures of all states to petition 
Congress to call a constitutional 
convention to draft the two-term 
limitation afhendment, Such a step 
would be mandatory upon Con- 
gress if two-thirds of the State 
legislatures requested it. 

Might Be Too Late for 1944. 

Republicans: conceded that the 
constitutional amendment machin- 
ery probably could: not operate 
rapidly enough for such an amend- 
ment to apply to the 1944 presi- 
dential election, but argued that

“We are dealing with principles, 
not personaHties,” he declared. 
“Uniess the incumbent President 
runs for a fifth or sixth term, this 
resolution could not affect him per- 
sonally. We face this proposition: 
If you believe that at any time 
the United States will reach a posi- 
tion where only one man can cap- 
ably fill the office of President, 
then you should vote against this

MOSCOW, March 17 (AP).—The 
Red Army has smashed another 
wedge westward toward the Ger- 
man key base at Smolensk, it was 
announced in the Soviet noon com- 
munique today, with the capture 
of the railroad station of Igoriev- 
skaya and the district center of 
Vskhody. 

To the south, however, the Ger- 
mans massed a great number of 
tanks and motorized infantry, sup- 
ported by a strong force of dive 
bombers, in a major effort to cross 


the Donets south of fallen Khar- 
kov. 

Furious fighting was reported 
through the small elbow of the 
river near Izyum, 70 miles south- 
east of Kharkov. 

It was stated here that there 
was reason to assume that the 
German tank force battering at 
the Donets line was as strong as, 
if not stronger than, the units 
which figured prominently in the 

The wpather and Jand conditions 
were reported good for mechan- 
ized warfare and it was indicated 
that the current struggle was as 
fierce ag anything which has tak- 
en place in months. 

Nazis Report Encirclement. 

(The German high command, in 
a oo broadcast by the 
Ber radio and recorded by the 
Associated Press, said that “the 
enemy forces encircled southeast 
of Kharkov were compressed in 
the narrowest area ... and are 
approaching their annihilation.” 

(The Germans also claimed ad- 
vances in the Belgorod area and 
reported heavy fighting in the 
Lake Ilmen area where, they said, 
“The Soviets vainly surged against 
the Geuman front for entire days.” 

(The Berlin radio’s commentator 
Ludwig Sertorius said that “At the 
moment it does not appear as if 
the Russians were able to make 
preparations to fight again for 
possession of Kharkov. ... Their 
efforts now are solely directed 
at preventing a further advance

Testimony Hired Hand Was Beat- 
en With Bull Whip, Chains 
and Clubs. 

CORPUS CHRISTI, Tex., March 
17 (AP).—Government witnesses 
testified yesterday that Alex L. 
Skrobarcyzk, 62 years old, farmer, 
hitched his Negto hired hand, Al- 
fred Irwin, to a plow and beat him 
with a bull whip. 

Skrobarcyzk and his daughter, 
Susie, 29, are on trial in United 
States District Court on an indict- 
ment charging them with keeping 
Irwin in conditions of slavery and 
peonage, 

Lupe Bazan, employed on a ranch 
near the Skrobarcyzk farm, testi- 
fied that on two occasions he saw 
Skrobarcyzk whip the Negro, Once, 
Bazan said, the farmer hitched the 
Negro to a plow and made'him pull 
it. E. H. Schwarz, dairy farmer, 
said Irwin frequently had come to 
his place at night bleeding at the 
mouth and begging for food. 


FRANCO-PREDICTS 6-YEAR WAR

CREW PLAYS POKER WAITING 
FOR TORPEDO TO STRIKE SHIP 


Men Run for Lifeboats, Leaving 
Money on Table, When Liberty 
Freighter Is Sunk. 

LONDON, March 17 (AP).—With 
a U-boat stalking them for an en- 
tire day awaiting the best chance 
to close in for the kill, the crew 
of a Liberty freighter lost from its 
convoy in a storm calmly played 
poker “trying to take our minds 
off what we were sure was going 
to happen,” one survivor related. 

When the “inevitable moment” 
did arrive, said the ship's oiler, 
Walter J; Peterson, 45 years old, 
of Chicago, “no one bothered about 
the money on the table—we just 
ran for lifeboats.” 

Peterson said the freighter was 
torpedoed. and sunk about 200 
miles off the Azores, but the date 
of the attack was not made pub- 
lic. He and 18 other survivors 
spent 11 days in their open lifeboat 
before they were picked up by a 
Red Cross ship and taken to the 
Azores.

LONDON, March 17 (AP),—The 
House of Commons cheered Prime 
Minister Churchill today when he 
declared that “the Government is 


convinced that the administration 
of the British colonies must con- 
tinue to be the sole responsibility 
of Great Britain.” 

He indorsed the views of Colonial 
Secretary Oliver Stanley voiced at 
Oxford March 5 when Stanley said 
that was the first fundamental 
principle of Britain’s colonial policy 
and rejected what he said was a 
“great volume of friendly criticism 
and disinterested advice” from the 
United States urging an interna- 
tional administration for the colo- 
nies. 

Churchill asserted today that 
“the policy of the Government is 
to plan for the fullest possible po- 
litical, economic and social develop- 
ment of the colonies within the 
British Empire and in close co- 
operation with neighboring and 
friendly nations.” 

Dominions’ Role. 

He was asked if the Dominions 
and the members of the British 
Commonwealth would have a voice 
in the future of the colonies. 

He replied “they already have a 
very considerable voice in the fu- 
ture of certain colonies whieh come 
within their region.” ;

LONDON, March 17 (AP).—New 
demands for a second front were 
raised in the Heuse of Lords today 
while unconfirmed reports circu- 
lated of an imminent all-out Allied 
attack in Tunisia and an atmos- 
phere of suspense in the London 
Stock Exchange was interpreted as 
a sign that a major war develop- 
ment was expected. 

Lord Beaverbrook declared in 
the House of Lords that “I think 
the conquest of Tunis and Bizerte 
is not far off.” 

There was no confirmation in 
London, however, of recurring re- 
ports that an all-out attack had 
begun or was about to begin in 
Tunisia’ to drive the 250,000 Ger- 
mans and Italians into the sea. 

Similars reports have been heard 
for weeks, but failed to material- 
ize. : 

The Algiers radio, which is under 
Allied control but is not official, 
said preparations for an “imminent 
Allied offensive were being inten- 
sifield and the hour is approach- 
ing when Axis forces will be driv- 
en out of North Africa.” 

Eighth Army’s Preparations. 

A Reuters correspondent with 
the Eighth Army said these desert 
veterans were “getting ready for 
an offensive.” 

“Armor, guns and fighting vehi- 
cles of all kinds are rolling up to 
the front while massed formations 
of light bombers are raiding tar- 
gets just behind the Mareth line,” 
the correspondent added.

LONDON, March 17 (AP).—DNB, 
the German news agency, in a 
broadcast heard here today by 
Reuters, said the British Eighth 
Army launched an attack on the 
Mareth line last night. 

“The scale of fighting cannot be 
judged by reports so far availabié, 
‘but Berlin quarters believe this is 
a major attack,” DNB said. 

The British thrust was made at 
the coastal (north) end of the line 


at 10:30 o’clock last night and fol- 
lowed a lively artillery barrage 
which increased to a veritable can- 
nonade, the report said. 

British troops already hold stra- 
tegic Djerba Island, just off the 
northern end of the line in the 
Gulf of Gabes. 

Other Allied forces are reported 
to have cut around the southern 
end of the line, thus closing around 
the Axis Tunisian armies now 
pressed against a narrow coastal 
corridor. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
"NORTH APRICA, March 17 (AP). 
—Despite hedvy rains which re- 
stricted fighting and flying in 
central and north Tunisia, Flying 
Fortrésses with Lightning escorts 
caught an Axis convoy of six or 
seven motor barges proceeding 
from Sicily to Tunisia yesterday 
and set afire at least three of the 
enemy vessels. 

In the south, Allied fighter- 
bombers and medium bombers, es 
corted by fighters, attacked an 
Axis air field and the railroad near 
Gabes and continued the softening- 
up assault on Marshal Erwin 
Rommel’s positions in the Mareth 
line, 

In all operations yesterday, to- 
day’s Allied communique said, one 
Allied plane was lost. Two pilots 
of previously reported lost planes 
turned up safe and the com- 
munique raised the total of enemy 
aircraft destroyed on March 15 by 
two. 

German artillery opened up on 
the British Eighth Army deployed 
before the French-built fortifica- 
tions in the Medenine sector and 
Allied patrols were active along 
the whole southern front, an Allied 
communique said. British artil- 
lery also was active. 

Heavy rain beat upon the moun- 
tains in the north, but British First 
Army patrols venteured out, in- 
flicting casualties on the enemy 
near Medjez-el-Bab. 

Three miles north of Gafsa 
oasis on the central front, contact 
was made with some enemy tanks, 
but the result was not specified 

A Cairo communique said an

On the strength of the pledges 
of President Roosevelt and Prime 
Minister Churchill and the promise 
implied in the dispatch of the 
Arnold-Dill mission to Chungking, 
it is reasonable to expect that 
Chénnault will get at least the ex- 
pansion suggested by Lord Ailwyn. 
This would mean diversion of only 
an infinitesimal part of the United 
States’ plane production. 

It is even reasonable to expect 
that he may get still more, per- 
haps some of those heavy bombers 
needed for blasting Japan’s home 
cities. More and more the Jap- 
anese show they fear that the turn 
of Tokyo, Osaka, Nagoya and the 
heavy industry centers and ports 
of the southwest is coming soon.

WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP). 
—The heaviest series of air attacks 
ever made on Japanese-held Kiska 
island in a single day was carried 
out Monday, the Navy announced 
today, when American planes raid-| 
ed the Aleutians base six times be- 
tween dawn and dusk. 

The raids, which the communique 
said were heavy, were made by 
large and medium Army bombers 
with Lightning and Warhawk 
fighter escort. Results were not 
reported. 

In the South Pacific, light naval 
surface forces on Monday night 
bombarded Japanese positions at 
Vila in the central Solomon 
islands. This was the third time 
that American warships have pen- 
etrated into this enemy-held sector 
of the Solomons to shell shore posi- 
tions at or near the Munda air 
base. 

“Good Results.” 

The Navy said the shelling of 
Vila, which is on Kolombangara 
island, was made with “good re- 
sults” and that there were no 
American casualties. . 

Yesterday morning Flying Fort- 
resses bombed Japanese bases at 
Kahili and Buka on Bougainville 
Island and Munda on New Georgia 
while Dauntless dive bombers, es- 
corted by Wildcat fighters, at- 
tacked Vila. It was the ninety- 
fourth raid on Munda since Nov. 
23. 

Later in the day, Lightning fight- 
ers strafed Japanese shore posi- 
tions about Viru harbor on New 
Georgia. 

The communique reflected a 
quickening tempo of offensive ac- 
tion at both ends of the Pacific. 
Whether this might foreshadow 
heavier actions designed to wrest 
strategic positions from the enemy 
was a subject of speculation here, 
but there was no official comment. 

Review of Kiska Raids. 

The Monday raids on Kiska were 
at least’ two-thirds as heavy as at- 
tacks by the American Aleutians 
air force during the entire month 
of February. In that month there 
were nine bombing forays against 
the Japanese base and more than 
1000 bombs were dropped. Ten en- 
emy planes were shot down and no 
American planes were lost. 

While details were lacking as to 
results of the Monday attacks, a 
Navy spokesman noted that wave 
after wave of bombers carried out 
their work of destruction entirely 
in daylight. 

Since even now the days are not 
long in the far northern latitudes, 
this apparently meant that the Jap- 
anese had no time to recover from 
one attack before another struck 
them. 

Including the six raids reported 
today, there have been 23 raids on 
Kiska in the last six weeks.

De Gaulle’s headquarters re- 
ceived with unqualified satisfac- 
tion news of the resignation of 
Gen. Jean Marie Bergeret, former 
Vichy air minister and Giraud’s 
deputy for civil affairs. 

Prime Minister Churchill praised 
Giraud’s ,ecent pronouncement and 
actions repudiating Vichy laws in 
the following statement in the 
House of Commons:

GIRAUD WIPES OUT 
VICHY LAWS AIMED 
AT JEWS IN. AFRICA 


Decrees Restoration of 
Elective Municipal As- 
semblies — Pictures of 
Petain Taken Down. 


ALGIERS, March 17 (AP).— 
Gen. Henri Giraud issued decrees 
tonight repealing 62 discrimina- 
tory iaws imposed by Vichy 
against the Jews, restoring elective 
municipal assemblies and giving 
back offices and jobs to those re- 
moved because they were Free 
Masons. 

The North African commander- 
in-chief also placed native-born 
Jews and Arabs on the same basis 
by repealing the Cremieux decree. 

His decrees lifted legal dis- 
crimination from about 300,000 
Jews—100,000 in Algeria, 62,000 in 
Tunisia, 110,000 in Morocco and 
the remainder in West Africa. 

At the same time the discrim- 
inatory laws were removed, it was 
revealed that postage stamps bear- 
ing Marshal Henri Philippe Pe 
tain’s likeness were being with- 
drawn and his picture was being 
taken down from public buildings. 

Although Petain’s pictures were 
being removed as a result of “sug- 
gestions” rather than an official 
order, one of Giraud’s decrees 
stated that all laws must start 
by reading “In the name of the 
French people,” and shall end with 
the following formula: “Therefore, 
the Republic requests and or 
GB cea” 

Under Vichy rule, laws were en- 
acted under the name of Petain. 

“Justice henceforth will be ad- 
ministered in the name of the Re- 
public,” the official statement said. 
“The laws which wiped out the 
principles of democracy in local 
councils are abrogated.”

At the press conference he was 
asked to comment on editorial and 
other assertions that the war 
should be won before serious dis- 
cussions were started on postwar 
problems. Such assertions, the 
President retorted, were unworthy 
of comment. What, he asked, did 
they mean? They were, he said, 
glittering generalities. 

“What about a United Nations 
council now?” another reporter 
asked. After replying that there 
Was no news on that, the Presi- 
_dent added that he was trying, as 
everybody knew, to increase con- 
versations to reach a better un- 
derstanding on all postwar prob- 
lems. 

A third reporter observed that 
the other United Nations might 
have difficulty in finding out what

was the policy of the United 
States. 
The President tartly replied 


that the other nations had been 
finding out that policy for a num- 
ber of years. 

Still retaining his rebuking 
manner, he said that some people 
wanted to write a constitution for 
this and a constitution for that, 
dotting every “i” and crossing 
every “t,” while others were try- 
ing to win the war. 

A reporter interrupted, saying, 
“I was thinking of the crossing of 
the “t” in the word ‘Senate.’” 

In silence the President stared 

at the reporter, then turned his 
head. The silence continued a 
few seconds until a question on 
another subject was asked. 
_ The postwar issue came “up 
again when he was asked whether 
he wished to comment on his talk 
with Anthony Eden, British For- 
eign Minister. He said that he 
could only repeat that this visit 
would bring about a better under- 
standing throughout the world. 


Talk With Grange Leaders. 

The tension was somewhat re- 
lieved when he was asked to com- 
ment on his conference Monday 
with the Grange leaders. He re- 
plied with a smile that this talk 
had the same idea as that with 
Eden—to bring about a better un- 
derstanding, but on a domestic 
issue. He added that the farm 
and food problem was very diffi- 
cult.

Draft Boards Would Be 
Given Employe’s Work 
Records Under Naval 
Group Proposal. 


WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP). 
—A measure aimed at curbing 
bsenteeism among war plant 
orkers was approved, 19 to 7, to- 
day by the House Naval Commit- 
tee. 

The measure, revised in execu- 
tive session, would: 

1. Tighten the Selective ‘Service 


‘Act to provide that an employer 


seeking deferment of an essential 
worker furnish draft boards with 
a record of how many times the 
worker was absent from his job. 

2. Require the War, Navy and 
Merchant Marine departments and 
all war contractors to supply the 
Department of Labor with the 
names of all workers absent from 
work without prior authorization. 

3. Prevent any deferment or con- 
tinuation of,a deferment from be- 
ing granted for a period of more 
than six months, 

Representative Lyndon Johnson

of their essential employes would 
enable the boards to determine 
whether able-bodied, draft-age men, 
who take unjustified holidays from 
their jobs, should continue to be 
deferred from the armed services. 

It also would provide the Labor 
Department a method of collect- 
ing data on absenteeism among 
other. war workers not subject to 
the draft. That information, said 
Johnson, would give Congress in- 
formation on which it could act to 
correct such contributing factors 
as bad housing, inadequate trans- 
portation and poor working con- 
ditions.

Lewis “Benedict Arnold of '43” If

TIRE RATIONING RULES 
RELAXED SECOND TIMt 


Grade II Casings to Be Made 
Available to Most.B, C and 
T Card Holders. 


WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP). 
—Grade II tires will be available 
April 1 to motorists with gaso- 
line mileage allowances exceeding 
240 miles a month—which means 
most B, C and T card holders. 

At the same time, Price Admin- 
istrator Prentiss M. Brown said 
late yesterday in making that an- 
nouncement, a limited number of 
Grade |] tires—highest grade cas- 
ings—will be available for those 
with allowances of 560 or more 
miles a month. 

The action was Brown’s second 
liberalization of the tire rationing 
restrictions, and was made possi- 
ble, he said, by the release of addi- 
tional tires by Rubber Administra- 
tor William Jeffers. He said Jef- 
fers has increased the quota of 
Grade I tires from 321,827 in 
March to 540,000 in April, grade 
II tires from 253,000 to 540,000, 
and truck tires from 299,000 to 
360,000. 

Another change added tires that 
fit a 17-inch rim to the “obsolete” 
list—those obtainable by anyone 
eligible for a B or better book, 
even though he may only have an 
A book. 

All tires, however, still must be 
obtained with local ration board 
certificates.

OPA HEARINGS ON SUSPENSION 
IN 4 COFFEE RATION CASES 


Hearings in suspension proceed- 
ings filed against four St. Louis 
restaurant owners for alleged vio- 
lations of coffee rationing regula- 
tions were held today by Israel 
Treiman, acting chief regional 
hearing commissioner of the Office 
of Price Administration in the 
Paul Brown Building. 

Lee Morse, 1365 South Laclede 
Station road, Webster Groves, who 
operates seven cafes, pleaded care- 
lessness in ‘failing to declare 279 
pounds of coffee. Joe Lin, owner 
of the Orient Cafe, 414 North 
Seventh street, admitted failing to 
declare 60 pounds, but pleaded 
ignorance of their having been 
bought. The State Cafe, 307 North 
Twelfth boulevard, represented by 
Mrs, William Paris, cashier, admit- 
ted obtaining coffee in excess of 
OPA estimates. Counsel for the 
Smith Brothers’ Motel, Lindbergh 
boulevard, near Clayton road, 
which has closed since it was cited, 
filed a plea of guilty in failing to 
declare 130 pounds of coffee. 

The hearings were the first con- 
ducted by Treiman since his ap- 
pointment on March 6, under the 
new system of regional hearing 
commissioners. He is empowered 
to suspend violators from the sale 
of any rationed commodity for a 
period up to the duration of the 
war. 


SENATE APPROVES 
DEFERMENT TOh 
NEEDED FARMERS 


Measure Abolishes Pro- 
duction Rule, Specifies 
Full-Time Agricultural 
Workers. 


WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP). 
—The Senate voted, 51 to 24, today 
for legislation directing local draft 
boards to defer from military serv- 
ice all men employed substantially 
full time on farms raising essen- 
tial war crops. 

The legislation receiving this 
vote was submitted by Senator 
Johnson (Dem.), Colorado, as a 
substitute for a blanket farm de- 


ferment bill originally introduced 
by 40 Senators. In effect, the 
Johnson proposal would freeze ag- 
ricultural workers on the farms, 
directing their reclassification for 
active service if they transferred 
occupations without authority from 
the local board, 

The Secretary of Agriculture 
would be given wide authority to 
classify essential crops, but present 
regulationa requiring deferred 
workers to fill certain specified 
units of production would be elim- 
inated. 

Approval of the proposal came 
after the Senate had rejected, 65 
to 9, a substitute by Senator Pep- 
per (Dem.), Florida, to set up a 
war mobilization committee of 
eight high Government officials 
empowered to fix military and 
civilian man-power quotas. 

The Johnson measure was sup- 
ported by backers of the original 
blanket deferment bill by Senator 
Bankhead (Dem.), Alabama. 


NAVAL CONSTRUCTION AHEAD 
OF SCHEDULE, KNOX ASSERTS — 


WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP). 
—Production of every type of nav- 
al craft is ahead of schedule, with 
the sole exception of escort vessels, 
Secretary of the Navy Knox told a 
Senate committee, adding that 
some vessels are coming off the 
ways fully a year ahead of orig- 
inal expectations. 

“We have battleships, carriers, 
cruisers and destroyers coming 
into commission very rapidly now,” 
he said. “Our strength is being 
augmented very fast.” 

Hig statement was contained in 
testimony, made public today, on a 
$4,300,000,000 supplemental naval 
appropriation bill. Knox said pro- 
duction of escort craft had been 
interrupted about six months ago 
“by a program of building landing 


craft.”

The Rum! plan, embraced in a |

DONNELL MAKES 
PARTY ISSUE OF 
MERIT PLAN BIL 


Calls on Republicans in 
House Committee to 
Act Favorably on Meas- 
ure as Duty. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, March 17. 
~—Gov. Donnell made his bill for a 
State merit system a political is- 
sue last night by calling on Repub- 
lican members of the House Judi- 
clary Committee to act favorably 
on the Merit Bill as a party duty. 

The Governor sent his legal sec- 
retary, Richard Arens, to the com- 
mittee with a message that the 
Republican State platform of 1942 
contained a civil service plank and 
he called on the Republican legis- 
lators, elected on that platform, to 
carry out the party pledge. 

Even if the Governor's tactics 
succeed in forcing the bill out of

committee and through the Repub- 
lican controlled House, hig action 
would make more difficult its pas- 
sage in the Senate, which is evenly 
divided between Democrats and 
Republicans and where no bill can 
be passed on a strictly party vote. 
Democrats Unfriendly.

Most Democratic Senators are 
already unfriendly to the Gover- 
nor’s merit system proposal and 
it is certain that the bill would 
not gain prestige with other Dem- 
ocrats in the Senate if it came to 
them as a Republican party meas- 
ure. Besides, any committee to 
which the bill could be referred in 
the Senate is controlled by Demo- 
crats, who could easily prevent' it 
from coming to a vote. 

Another obstacle for the bill 
developed at the committee hear- 
ing last night when Speaker 
Howard Elliott of St. Louis 
County, in questioning Arens, 
sharply criticised Gov. Donnell for 
his failure to consult with Repub- 
lican House leaders in shaping up 
support in the Legislature for the 
bill. 

The flare-up came after Arens 
presented the Governor’s state- 
ment on why the bill should be 
reported favorably to the House 
for passage. ae 

Governor’s Reasons. 

“I am here as a representative 
of the Governor and he has au- 
thorized me to urge you to report 
the bill for three reasons,” Arens 
told the committee. 

“First, the Governor believes the 
best interests of the State would 
be served by the merit ‘sfstem. 
Secondly, this is an administra- 
tion measure and is therefore en- 
titled to consideration by the full 
membership of the House. 

“While the Governor has no 
idea or notion of making this a 
political issue, he wishes to point 
out’ that Republican members here 
were elected on the Republican 
State platform, a plank of which 
favored adoption of the merit sys- 
tem. 

“As titular head of the Repub- 
lican’ party in Missouri, the Gov- 
ernor asks you, the Republican 
members of this:committee, to re- 
port the bill to the House.” 

Speaker Elliott then questioned 
Arens at length, demanding to 
know whether Gov. Donnell had 
ever called any House leaders into 
conference on the bill or taken 
them into his confidence on his 
plans for its enactment. Arens re- 
plied he didn’t think so. 

Statement by Donnell. 

Gov. Donnell today issued a 
statement asserting he had no in- 
tention of giving any cause for re- 
sentment by his handling of the 
merit bill and his failure to dis- 
cuss the bill with House leaders. 


“ai He said that it had not occurred 


to him that the slightest resent- 
ment existed. 
The Governor said he had con- 


4ei71\ferred with Senator George H. 


Miller and Representative Randall 
R. Kitt, the majority floor lead- 
ers, on the question of who should 
introduce the merit bill and the 
tax agency consolidation bill, and 
that he had held frequent confer- 
ences with Representative O. K. 
Armstrong of Springfield, who in- 
troduced the merit bill. 

He said he had explained his 
views on the measure in his in- 
augural address and in a subse- 
quent message to the Legislature 
and that he “would be pleased to 
discuss the merit system bill and 
also the bills for consolidation of 
tax ‘agencies, with any and all 
members of the General Assem- 
bly.” 

“IT trust,” he continued, “that 
any resentment which has arisen 
will not cause anyone to overlook 
the fact that at the committee 
meeting last evening there was, 
pursuant to arrangement made by 
my office, presented to the com- 
mittee by one of the outstanding 
authorities of the United States on 
the subject to the merit system, 
his views on that subject and on 
the bill. This was Harry Marsh, 
president of the Municipal Civil 
Service Commission of the City of 
New York and was from 1937 to 
1942 personnel director of the 
State of Connecticut.”

(call it off) and start somewhere 
else. There are plenty of other 
places.” 

Government's Reply. 

Replying for the Government to 
the new demands for an early sec- 
ond front, Lord Cranborne, Sec- 
retary of State for Colonies ‘and 
leader in the House, gave renewed 
assurances that “the question of a 
second front is equally in the 
minds” of Prime Minister Church- 
ill, President Roosevelt and mili- 
tary leaders. 

“Our policy in this respect,” he 
said, “was made perfectly clear 
after the Casablanca conference. 

“The lion’s share of sea and 
air fighting is being shouldered 
by us and the United States... .

Favors Amending Va- 
cation Bill to Eliminate 
Hiring 70. 


The Governmental Research In- 
stitute, privately supported fact- 


finding agency, has issued a report 
recommending that the St. Louis 
police vacation bill, pending in the 
State Senate after passage by the 
House, be amended by eliminating 
the provision for employment of 
additional policemen. 

The bill provides for an increase 
of the maximum number of police- 
men from 1550 to 1620, a possible 
addition of 70 men at an estimated 
additional cost of $150,000 a year. 
The board of directors of the St. 
Loulg Chamber of Commerce voted 
last week to recommend that the 
vacation bill be enacted without 
any authorization of additional po- 
licemen. 

“There does not appear to be op- 
_ position from any source to the 
principle of vacations,” the Insti- 
tute stated in a bulletin issued last 
evening. “This Institute has- not, 
however, seen any set of facts that 
warrant an increase in the man 
p -wer of the Police Department.” 

The Institute quotes from the 
police survey, last spring, to estab- 
lish the fact that St. Louis has 
one of the most heavily manned 
police departments in the United 
States. A table of comparative fig- 
ures, issued last April by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, is 
cited to show that St. Louis has 
more police employes in propor- 
tion to its population than any 
other large city except Boston. 

Recommendations of the Police 
Survey report for possible savings, 
by reduction of the number of 
police stations, and by using one- 
man police cars, are repeated, and 
the question is asked where the 
city, with a deficit of $650,000 in 
general revenue last April and a 
much larger deficit in prospect this 
year, will find the money to pay 
for 70 additional policemen,

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SOME OF FRENGH 
REBELS REPORTED 
GIVING UP FIGHT 


New Recruits, However, 
Said to Be Joining 
Forces im Alps Under 
Maj. Gen. Cartier. 


LONDON, March 17 (AP). | 
Thousands of French youths, evad- 
ing transfer as labor conscripts to 
war factories in Germany, remained 
lodged in t-.e mountains of South- 
eastern France today, resisting the 
efforts of French police to round 
them up though German and Ital- 
ian regular soldiers were reported 
waiting to move against them. 

Under the leadership of 60-year- 
old Maj. Gen. Cartier, the youths 
waited for a showdown, and the 
Algiers radio reported more French- 
men were pouring into the moun- 
tains to reinforce them. 

Swiss reports, however; said hun- 
dreds of the youths had yielded to 
hunger and returngd to their homes 
where they were promptly gath- 
ered in and sent summarily to 
Germany. 

The German-controlled Paris ra- 
dio said several trains loaded with 
young French ‘workers had left a 
town in Southern France yesterday 
for Germany. 

One patriot force, estimated to 
be 1000 strong, was reported oper- 
ating near Mont Blanc, armed with 
machine guns, rifles and pistols. 

Another force, led by former of- 
ficers of the Twenty-seventh Regi- 
ment of Annecy, was said to be in 
the mountains farther-north. Some 
insurgent forces were reported to 
have old French 75-mm, guns. 

Gen. Cartier was known as one 
of the sternest disciplinarians in 
the old French Army and a former 
friend of Marshal Henri Philippe 
Petain who appointed him mayor 
of Annecy. He quit that post in 
1942 after a clash with a Fascist 
org@nization and was reported to 
have gone into the underground 
movement when the Germans 
moved into unoccupied France. 

French sources here described 
him as a modern Cromwell—a lean, 
ascetic, luxury-hating Puritan, de- 
voutly religious, and fanatic about 
physical fitness. 

A Stockholm dispatch to Reuters 
news agency said that Gestapo men 
and French police had begun a 
terrorization campaign in Lyon, 
which lies west of the Savoyard 
mountain districts and was the seat 
of the insurgent outbreak against 
the labor draft.

Junge’s bills. provide allotments 
of $70,825,934 from special] funds 
and earnings, a cut of about eight 
million dollars from the Governor's 
recomemndations, and $74,908,125 
from Federal grants to Missouri, 
or about two million dollars less 
than Donnell’s budget. 

The ‘Appropriations Committee 
today reported to the House a bill 
giving the State public schools the 
usual one-third of all general rev- 
enues, or about 33 million dollars. 
Junge proposed cutting the school 
funds to 30 per cent, or about 31 
million dollars. 

The largest cut in the Governor’s 
budget was made in the social se- 
curity allotments, Junge’s bill car- 
rying a total of $66,401,460 in State 
and Federal funds vr $8,629,454 less 
than recommended by the Gover- 
nor. 

Junge recommended expenditures 
of 50 million dollars for old-age 
pensions, nine million for aid to 
dependent children, three million 
for direct relief, and $4,401,460 for 
administration. 

The Social Security Commission 
had requested, and the Governor 
approved, allotments of $52,375,130 
for old-age pensions, $8,826,602 for 
dependent children, $7,982,160 for 
Yelief and $5,677,681 for adminis- 
tration. °* 


The State elective officials, with 
the exception of Secretary of State 
Brown, received material cuts in 
their requests, which had been ap- 
proved without change by Gov. 
Donnell, State Auditor Forrest 

th was given $1,616,000 under 
Junge’s bills, or $466,000 less than 
the Governor recommended and 
about $200,000 less than he re- 
ceived two years ago. 

The appropriations for State 
Treasurer Wilson Bell was cut 
$22,200 to $402,000, and Attorney 
General Roy McKittrick was given 
$343,000, a reduction of $102,000 
from his request. Secretary of 
State Brown’s allotments total 
$1,849,229, which is about $37,000 
less than reported, but virtually 
the same amount he spent last 
biennium. 

In general, appropriations pro- 
posed by Junge for the State elee- 
mosynary «und penal institutions 
represent cuts from the amounts 
requested, but the allotments will 
be greater than expenditures for 
the last two years, to take: care 
of rising food and maintenance 
costs.

PICTURE OF DESOLATION; NOT 


A TREE OR SHRUB STANDING 


Hardly a Splinter or Brick Remains of Houses, 


Earth Pulverized for Miles—Region Criss-

stayed on in thousands, but in graves that make the region of 


(Gessee on who came to conquer this part of the Soviet Union 


Rzhev seem like one vast cemetery. 
We counted more than 3000 closely placed markers on the north- 
east outskirts of the city, in one such plot alone, reserved exclusively 


for helders of the Iron Cross and other decorations. 


They were dis- 


tinguished by replicas of the medals they had received for various 
accomplishments in the course of Europe’s destruction. 


Riding along the roads south 
and west of Rzhev, we hardly ever 
were out of sight of some field of 
those three-foot silver birch cross- 
es that mark the graves of or- 
dinary soldiers, on the windswept 
steep cut out ffom a near ever- 
green forest, or along some wind- 
ing stream, while individual mon- 
uments dot the countryside. 
Reds Cleaning Up City. 

In the city’s center, there is still 
another plot common graves 
where the bodies of German sol- 
diers, discovered as the Red Army 
cleans up the streets and build- 
ings, are being buried in groups 
of 25 to 50. There are already six 
Buch mounds on the bluff over- 
looking the Volga and the bridge 
the Nazis blasted to bits in their 
retreat. 

The Germans took great pains 
with the cemetery for Hitler’s 
“heroes.” It is fenced in with silver 
birch logs, with an arched entry. 
Rustic benches were built at the 
corners of the plot, while looking 
down on the whole area is a 25- 
foot cross, its upright and bar, 
each constructed of three logs, its 
center marked by a pagan Swas- 
tika. 

Shellfire added a nightmare note 
to this scene. Two of the uprights 
of three huge crosses are cut 
through near the bases. They sigh, 
groan, and twist uncertainly with 
each changing breeze as if in per- 
petual protest against the futility 
of this slaughter for Hitler’s mad 
dreams of an Eastern empire. 

There is no available estimate 
of Soviet &sses in this area but a 
brief survey of the fortifications 
which the Nazis built in almost 18 
to contine occupation, is sufficient 


to convince anyone that they could 
not Rave been retaken without a 
terrible price. 


Vast Battlefield. 


There is even more impressive 
evidence, south and east of Rzhev 
—on what may have been the 
largest single battlefield of the 
whole front. We came. on it as 
a surprise and had not known of 
its existence except as we were 
generally aware that the fighting 
for the city’s approaches in the 
offensives of January, August and 
December of last year was most 
bitter. 

We were following a military 
road only recently constructed, It 
led through the village of Popino. 
From there to Zubtsov, where the 
Volga turns north, it is about 10 
miles. On this plateau, from the 
village limits to the Volga bluffs 
on the squth side of the river, the 
battle occurred. 

Just as it is difficult to describe 
a vacuum, so it is difficult to find 
words adequate for what is left. 
There is no single tree or shrub 
as far as we could see, on either 
side of the road—hardly more than 
two tracks following a slight de- 
pression — skirting craters and 
bouncing over the earthworks and 
trenches which make the whole 
area a huge network. 


Graveyard for Tanks. 

The earth literally is pulverized 
by shells and bombs. The first 
touch of spring is removing even 
the thin disguise of winter snow. 
Once, where crossroads apparently 
had been, we could distinguish the 
vaguest outlines of several houses, 
but scarcely a splinter or brick 
remains. 

The impression of emptiness is 
heightened by the fact that every- 
thing that could be salvaged has 
_ been taken away. All that is left 
are the skeletons of tanks, but of 
these there are dozens. They are 
overturned in craters, upended in 
traps, silhouetted against the gray 
sky. It is like the legendary ele- 
phants’ graveyard where monsters 
come to die. 

Adding a curious element was 
the fact that we were unable 
to determine even the date of this 
titans’ struggle, or the duration 
of the fighting. Obviously, it oc- 
curred during the winter for many 
fortifications included the icewalls 
of snow huts which were still re- 
pisting the faint warmth of the 
occasional sun. Obviously, this 
Was not part of the final drive 
against Rzhev for the salvage was 
too well completed.

Nazis Lived Like Moles. - 

Not only dead but living Ger- 
mans went underground in the 
Rzhev region, existing like moles 
for months. It is the explanation 
of the city’s strength as one of 
the principal pegs of the so-called 
Todt line, which was designed by 
the late Dr. Fritz Todt, Hitler’s 
expert, who built the Siegfried 
line. Even automobiles and horses 
were shielded below the surface.

| CANNOT help wondering what 

is happening today in Kharkov. 

The great Ukrainian center is 
the largest city that the Nazis 
ever lost. There exoists a variety 
of reasons from the viewpoint of 
the Germans why the “New Or- 
der” must be re-established as 
soon as possible. 

That is the essence of the whole 
story, but. it is impossible for one 
who wandered the streets of that 
ruined city, as I did less than 
three weeks ago, to read without 
emotion Moscow’s brief announce- 
ment that Kharkov had been 
evacuated. 

The Germans had _ occupied 
Kharkov physically for 18 months 
but never conquered it. They will 
not make a similar mistake in the 
future if it can be avoided. The 
lives of 350,000 persons are being 
weighed today in that awful scale. 

Return of Gestapo. 

Probably the “sicherheits- 
dienst”—Gestapo Chief Heinrich 
Himmler’s machinery for prevent- 
ing just such occurrences as con- 
tinued civil resistance—already 
has taken up quarters in the white 
stone building on Sumskaya street 
where they parceled out their rub- 
ber-truncheon, pistol justice for 
the duration of their previous 
stay. 

They cannot use the Interna- 
tional Hotelin Dzerzhinsky Square 
-—-what they called the Grosser 
Platz—as a prison again because 
they burned it out before they 
left a month ago. They have prob- 
ably already found some other 
quarters which, from their view, 
will serve the purpose equally 
well. What matter if it is a dark, 
cold, %Jithy, vermin-swarming 
death chamber? These are the 
herrenvolk dealing with their in- 
feriors. Hitler told them so. The 
civilians of any occupied country 
are not intended to emerge alive 
from “detention.” 

Dark Day for Underground. 

The Red Army and the Soviet 
authorities took the sternest meas- 
ures against “fifth columnists,” 
collaborators, informers and all 
their treacherous like, but it is a 
virtual certainty that some Ger- 
man agents remained. These will 
now be enjoying their own brief 
day. They will point out the leaders 
who emerged from hiding when the 
Red Army returned and began the 
colossal task of rebuilding the 
stricken city. They will know the 
location of food supplies which 
were hurried to meet the needs of 
the hungry people. The whole 
underground organization, which 
carefully nurtured and kept up 
Kharkov’s courage for a year and 
a half, will be jeopardized. 

Occupation produces something 
akin to surgical shock on a popu- 
lation-wide scale. An English re- 
porter found the aptest descrip- 
tion when he said that Kharkov, 
after fts liberation, reminded him 
of a colliery village the morning 
after a mine explosion. It is a 
miracle that human beings can 
survive two such blows. 

One wonders what has happened 
to those persons working desper- 
ately to restore railroads and to 
set power plants in operation. 
What about the factory man who 
turned against the German oc- 
cupiers at the last moment and 
saved a large portion of the trac- 
tor works? Or the teacher who 
sheltered a half-Jewish youngster 
for the duration of the Germans’ 
earlier stay? Or the doctor who 
managed under the eyes of Ger- 
man guards, to release 100 prison- 
ers from a camp? Or two small 


girls playing the piano towards 


dusk amid the fallen plaster of a 
blast-wrecked apartment? 


One wonders—and feels that one 
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|kuows even though reason rebels 
at the full extent of the tragedy.

HE general staffs of the Brit- 
T ish Army and Air Force have 

harkened to the plea _ ad- 
dressed to them by two of 
their most successful field com- 
manders and may decide to base 
the entire future tactical theory 
on the experience gained by these 
commanders during the 
campaign. (This reference appar- 
ently is to Gen. Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery, commanding the 
Eighth Army, and Air Marshal 
Sir Arthur Coningham, who com- 
manded the Middle East Air Force 
in the: Libya campaign.) 

This involves a fundamental 
change in the system hitherto 
practiced to insure air support for 
an army operating in the field. It 
means the final rejection of the 
Army’s contention that military 
formation commanders should have 
a certain number of aircraft allo- 
cated to operate under their direct 
orders, instead of vesting absolute 
control over all aircraft operating 
in any given theater in the senior 
air officer, who would work in the 
closest collaboration with the Army 
commanders who direct the joint 
army-air plan of battle. 


Great Potential Power. 

Yesterday, I outlined the argu- 
ments advanced on behalf of the 
Eighth Army soldiers. Those sol- 
diers’ views were 100 per.cent in- 
dorsed by the air staff in Africa 
who urged London army and air 
staffs in the following sense: 

“Is it too much to suggest that 
we obey the rules of simple logic 
to take the success in army-air de- 
velopment worked’ out on this 
theater as a mode! for further de- 
velopment? The Army has little 
time to waste, for it has still only 
a tiny veteran force—the Eighth 
Army. In the air we have already 
taken the measure of our oppo- 
nents. The potential air power 
usable against the enemy ground 
forces is unbelievably great. But 
it must be used properly, and what 
better way of beginning than in 
accordance with the doctrine the 
Army and air force have worked 
out on the battlefield?” 

In Africa the Eighth Army and 
air force no longer speak about 
“co-operation” because they feel 
they are beyond that stage and are 
actually a single unit. With the 
Eighth Army, there has been as 
much air co-operation by the Army 
as Army co-operation by air. Thus, 
during the Libyan advance, thou- 
sands of fighting soldiers were fre- 
quently detailed to clear airfield 
sites scattered with stones and 
mines so that Royal Air Force 
squadrons could move up to more 
advanced bases. 


Put Off Field Actions. 


On some occasions a whole bri- 
gade was detailed for such duties. 
The air staff say that the Army 
was so convinced of the usefulness 
of such work that it never hesi- 
tated to postpone new field opera- 
tions while thus employing fight- 
ing troops. 

At Sedada, during the advance 
between El Aghelia and Tripoli, 
the close collaboration between the 
army and air force ‘enabled the 
entire fighter force to advance, by 
two bounds, 200 miles within 36 
hours, with transports, bringing up 
fuel, ammunition and personnel 
and taking back the badly wound- 
ed. It requires little imagination 
to realize what is the effect on 
army morale wher. it is known that 
the advanced air force can carry 
the wounded straight to the hos- 
pital without the often-fatal bump- 
ing by road. During the three 
months of the Libyan battle, the 
air arm transported nearly 6000 
army medical cases. 

If the new system is universally 
adopted, it will be necessary to 
undertake to obtain a measure of 
education throughout the lower 
army formation. The air staff 
recognizes that an army formation 
at the front often sees a good tar- 
get but, though it reports the fact, 
no attack follows. Those soldiers 
tend to say, “if we had got our 
own squadrons, we would have had 
those chaps.” 

But these troops cannot know 
that perhaps there is a much more 
important concentration 20 miles 
away, capable of affecting the 
whole battle area a day later and 
that the entire available R. A. F. 
forces are concentrated there.

WHY MAC ARTHUR 
CAN'T OPEN DRIVE 


By CLARK LEE 


NEW YORK, March 17 (AP). 
YEAR ago today Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur arrived in Australia 
after a dangerous trip by tor- 

pedo boat and plane from the be- 
leaguered Philippines. 

Departing on orders from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, MacArthur left be- 
hind him a gallant, battered, hun- 
gry army, fighting for life in the 
tangled jungles of Bataan and on 
the rocky fertress of Corregidor. 
All its hopes of life, of freedom, 
rode with its tal, brilliant com- 
mander. 

These soldiers knew that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt had pledged the 
full resources of the United States 
in men and materials to assist the 
defenders of the Philippines. If 
anyone could get help to them, 
MacArthur would do it. The Gen- 
eral promised, “I have left the 
Philippines and I shall return.” 

Only MacArthur, of all the Al- 
lied generals and admirals, had 
stopped the Japanese—and he had 
done it with a handful of planes, 
four motor torpedo boats and an 
under-equipped army. 

Soon after he reached Australia, 
Bataan surrendered. A month lat- 
er Corregidor capitulated. 


Use of Air Power. 

In the year since then, MacAr- 
thur has discovered and exploited 
new concepts of warfare. Having 
but little naval ‘support, he has sub- 
stituted air power for sea power 
both defensively and offensively. 
He has won battle after battle by 
brilliant improvisation. 

But, a major drive to recapture 
the Philippines or to blast the 
Japanese off any of the important 
islands they have conquered is still 
apparently far away. 

Instead, MacArthur’s planes are 
reported in dispatches from his 
headquarters today to be fighting 
defensively against Japanese con- 
voys bringing reinforcements to 
enemy-held islands north of Aus- 
tralia. Enemy air power is re- 
ported to be on the increase, and 
military and political leaders’ in 
Australia have repeatedly warned 
that the continent still is in dan- 
ger of invasion. 

What has gone wrong? What 
has happened to the offensive that 
MacArthur understood he was to 
organize? 

The answer is brief: MacArthur 
has not been given the forces to

However, some statements made by 
the professor of history of Washington 
University seemed to me so strange 
that, although I have all respect for 
the scientific knowledge of the author, 
I decided to compare them with the 
Encyclopedia Americana, issued in 1940. 

On pages 288 of Vol. 13, I found a map 
which proves that the Ukraine belonged 
to Poland not only in “the early Middle 
Ages,” as Dr. Usher claims, but all the 
time up to 1793.

THE FARM CRISIS. 

The first thing to set down about the Des Moines 
farm conference ig that, with one lone Democratic 
lamb in a den of Republican lions, it was not 100 per 
cent non-political. That accounts for such oratory 
as Gov. Bricker’s declaration that America is at the 
brink of famine. Statements like that one can be 
discounted for what they were—a bit of. political 
business transacted along with the really important 
matters on the agenda. 

However, these diversions should blind no man to 
the fact that the eight Midwestern Governors who 
met with Herbert Hoover addressed themselves to 
@ major problem when they consulted about our 
food production. No less an official authority than 
the Secretary of Agriculture, Mr. Wickard, says that 
the United States will not produce as much in 1943 
as it did in 1942. What’s to be done about it? 

Roughly, the Des Moines conference agreed that 
there must be more farm machinery, more men to 
operate it and higher prices to keep these men at 
work. Each of these necessities is far more easily 
formulated than fulfilled. The demand for more farm 
machinery conflicts with the demand for more 
fighting machinery. The demand for more farmers 
conflicts with the demand for more soldiers. The 
demand for more money conflicts with the war 
against inflation. Here is a call for the wisdom 
of a Solomon or the cabalistic powers of a Merlin. 
About this crisis, there is only one sure thing: 
There is no easy answer. 

If Gov. Hickenlooper of Iowa is correct in his 
charge that new farm machinery is now tied up in 
red tape, that stuff should be cut away at once. It 
is folly to husband machinery in a warehouse. A 
plow can be useful only in a field. 

It might also be wise to complete farm machinery 
on which work was halted. This comes face to face 
with the production of military weapons, but we are 
unfortunate, indeed, if the WPB cannot approach 
this problem with an open mind, carefully weighing 
the relative urgency of.the demand for tractors 
and cannon. It may even be possible to manufacture 
a limited amount of additional farm machinery. 

As to manpower, it is an open question whéther 
the blanket deferment of all agricultural workers 
will produce the desired results. It is also still an 
open question whether it would not be wise to follow 
the German example and use farmer-soldiers in the 
fields. It is easy to see why the military authorities 
dislike this sughestion. However, here is another 
call for an open mind. They must have all the men 
they need to win, but since we do not have an endless 
reservoir, they ought to be willing, when it is pos- 
sible, to co-operate in winning the great battle of 
food. Meantime, more steps should be taken to 
train men and women, not in uniform or in essential 
occupations, for work on the farms. 

As to higher prices, the Des Moines conferees here 
stepped onto thin ice. In a growing number of 
instances,-producers’ prices are already so high that 
it is almost impossible to maintain retail ceilings. 
Mr. Hoover spoke of “effective protection to both 
the farmer and the housewife.” Will higher prices 
to the farmer protect the housewife? Since they 
obviously will not, what is to be done about higher 
wages? What is to be done about taxes and the 
sale of war bonds? What is to be done about keep- 
ing down the actual cost of the war which depends 
directly on wages? Here, indeed, is a need for thé 
open mind which will see the whole problem, not 
merely one facet of it. 

While the Des Moines conference did not con- 
tribute much to the solution of the price problem, 
while its suggestions on manpower must be taken 
rathér tentatively and while its suggestions as to 
farm machinery must be weighed in terms of relative 
needs, it has nevertheless been of service to the 
nation. It has emphasized a major problem and it 
hag clarified the approaches to a solution. After 
all, that is about all that could be expected of it. 

Action must come from those who have the power 
to act. They must no longer temporize and take 
half-measures, There is little time left. Secretary 
Wickard is our Food Administrator. He must buck 
up and get to work.

THREE WELCOME WITNESSES. 

Some valuable testimony on small-loan rates will 
undoubtedly be added to the record of the Missouri 
House investigation when the three St. Louis lawyers 
invited by Vice-Chairman Weakley appear before 
the committee. 

Russell Dearmont, Charles M. Hay and Jacob M. 
Lashly are favorably known to the public, and 
have shown awareness of the borrowers’ interests in 
connection with the small-loan issue. Mr. Dearmont, 
as a State Senator, fought a memorable legislative 
battle in 1929 that brought about a reduction in 
loan rates, which was maintained for 10 years. When 
the small-loan committee of the State Bar Association 
last fall presented a report indorsing the present 
rates, these three men were among the objectors 
who succeeded in getting this ‘recommendation 
stricken from the document. 

Because of their high standing, sound views and 
experience, the testimony of Messrs. Dearmont, Hay 
and Lashly before the committee will be awaited 
with great interest. 
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TOWARD A LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 

After the Missouri House’s rough treatment and 
ultimate defeat of Representative O. K. Armstrong’s 
bill to create a Legislative Council for Missouri, it is 
a pleasant contrast to see the Senate receive in 
friendly spirit a similar measure by Senator Francis 
Smith and act speedily to perfect it. 

This indicates passage of the Smith bill by the 
Senate, and a chance for the House to mend its error, 
either by approving the upper chamber’s measure or 
reconsidering the one it rejected. Mr. Armstrong is 
co-operating handsomely by offering to substitute 
the Smith bill for his own in the House, although 
the Armstrong measure is the stronger of the two. 

The Senate realizes how useful a-pérmanent body 
of the kind proposed would be in drafting legislation 
and gathering data pertinent to the State Govern- 


ment. The House should be no less concerned in 
seeing this widespread reform adopted in Missouri, 


especially since most of the lower chamber’s mem- | 


bers were elected as “blue ribbon” legislators, with 
a mandate for house-cleaning and progress. 
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UNITED FRONT AGAINST THE U-BOAT. 

The Nazis, according to Secretary Knox, are still 
building submarines faster than the Allies are sink- 
ing them. Up to last August, the submarines were 
sinking Allied merchant ships faster than they could 
be built, but the margin, thanks to America’s great 
production increase, now favors our side. 

This gain in the war on U-boats by means of the 
shipyards cannot be called a real victory, however. 
Valuable vessels are stil] being sent down, with their 
vital cargoes of war materials and the courageous 
seamen who form their crews. Attempting to beat 
the U-boats by a prodigious burst of ship-building 
is a costly and futile technique, for Hitler’s fleet of 
hungry sharks is growing day by day. 

The U-boat packs remain the most dangerous 
Axis weapon. In every phase of the war except at 
sea, Allied forces now hold the advantage. If we 
are to gain the initiative at sea, and make safe the 
routes for the men and materials we must send 
across in order to crush the Axis, the submarine 
menace is the greatest obstacle to be overcome. 

It is good news, therefore, that the American, 
British and Canadian high commands, including 
naval, Army and air forces, have announced an 
agreement for concerted warfare to drive the U-boat 
menace from the Atlantic. This means co-operation 
of the major sea powers on the Allied side and also 
the various types of weapons necessary to vanquish 
this deadly under-water foe. 

More and speedier escort vessels are being built. 
A new fleet of submarine-killer ships is coming down 
the ways at a mass-production rate, Secretary Knox 
announced a few days ago, and crews are being 
trained at a corresponding pace. More planes are 
being diverted to patrol and. convoy duty. The 
British recently announced the introduction of 


helicopters, capable of hovering over one spot and 


landing in a narrow space, into the anti-submarine 
war. 

Meanwhile, the Allied air forces are continuing 
to bombard day and night the U-boat nests along the 
coasts of occupied Europe, and the factories where 
submarine parts are produced. The Nazis have built 
enormous steel and concrete pens at such U-boat 
bases as St. Nazaire and ‘Wilhelmshaven. While 
these may be able to withstand the savage bombing 
attacks, it ig certain that the destruction of port 
facilities, oil stores and factories is being felt. 

It will take all-out war, incessant war and unified 
war to smash Hitler’s powerful U-boat weapon. The 
new agreement indicates that this job has been put in 
top position on the United Nations’ agenda, and the 
work of shark extermination will be pushed with full 
force, 


CHANGE IN AUSTRIAN BATTALION POLICY. 

The many vigorous protests against the Army’s 
policy in filling the ranks of the Austrian Battalion 
have at least brought results. We commented the 
other day on the fact that, after the failure to re- 
cruit more than 29 volunteers for the unit, the Army 
was assigning men of Austrian birth to it, although 
many of them heartily disliked Otto von Hapsburg’s 
connection with the program. Worse than that, men 
of Polish, Slav and Yugoslav birth, who loathed the 
Austrian label, were ordered into the unit. e 

Secretary Stimson has now announced that no 
more aliens will be sent to the battalion unless they 
want to join. Those who are now in it will be given 
an opportunity to transfer to other units. This will 
probably leave not more than the original 29 mén 
enlisted in Otto von Hapsburg’s recruiting drive, so 
the end of the whole ill-advised project may be near. 

The episode was most unfortunate. It should 
drive home the lesson that it is bad policy to form 
Army units along lines of nationality. Virtually all 
aliens in this country hope to become American citi- 
zens some day and to live here permanently. Their 
Americanization will be speeded if they serve in an 
ordinary Army unit that is a cross-section of the 
country’s population. 
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FOR COMPROMISE, NOT STUBBORNNESS. 

It is most unfortunate that the reform of income 
tax collection methods has been made a party issue. 
The Republicans are insisting on a pay-as-you-go 
system based on the Rum! plan of complete forgive- 
ness of one year’s debt. The Democrats have decided 
to support the Ways and Means Committee’s report 
favoring pay-as-you-go without any forgiveness. 
Thus, both parties have come out for pay-as-you-go, 
the plan for which a considerable majority of the 
taxpayers are virtually clamoring. But both have 
added conditions which make it &ll but impossible 
to realize their objective. 


The Ruml proposal for full fargiveness of 1942 


obligations has been condemned because it would 
allow inordinately swollen incomes to go untaxed. 
There is a widespread feeling that this is an unfair 
price for the advantages of pay-as-you-go. How- 
ever, if anything, it is more unreasonable to suppose 
that the collection of the income tax can be put on 
a current basis without sume adjustment of the 1942 
obligation. 

The unfortunate thing is that there should be in- 
sistence on these two extreme approaches to the 
problem. A number of middle-of-the-road sugges- 
tions, some more and others less acceptable, were 
made at the Ways and Means Committee hearings. 
It was not impossible to select one of these—or a 
combination of them—to work out a reasonable 
formula that would dispose of the 1942 tax liability 
in such a way that a withholding tax could be made 
to apply on current earnings. 

Since the committee did not_perform its obvious 
duty in this connection, it is to be hoped that such a 
formula will be hammered out on the floor of the 
House, If it is not done, those responsible for the 
failure will stand openly convicted of disservice to 
the taxpaying public.

Hitler’s Fortress Is Still Strong

“stupendous military power,’ 
more trained men available than Allies can bring against it;

HE thunder and the flames were roll- 
T ing around Hitler’s Valhalla today as 

the armies gathered for the great battle 
of the Wéat. 

Ruins and ashes littered hig Nazi capi- 
His Eastern armies were reeling un- 
der fresh Russian blows in the North, where 
the ground is still frozen. His Southern 
armies were falling back from a bid for 
local victory in Tunisia. His fortress troops 
around the Continent were alerted against 
possible Allied landings. 


Everywhere the empire which was built 
with a sword was beginning to feel the 
strokes of the new sword forged over three 
long, heart-breaking years by those whom 
Adolf Hitler challenged. 


Inside the Nazi fortress, there were some 
confusion and some glimmering signs of 
flagging ardor and growing uncertainty. 
But there are*‘also signs of much strength 
left inside that fortress which must be 
breached and leveled before there can be 
an end to war in Europe. 


Hitler himself hag recently been doing a 
fence-mending job on the Brenner Pass. 
That he had to go is evidence of how anx- 
ious Italy is to escape the toils in which 
Mussolini enmeshed his country. 


But not only does Italy go on fighting. 
It is forced to agree to put its battered 
navy back into the fight. It is forced to 
agree to send more food from its depleted 
larder to the people north of the Brenner, 
who are still known in Italy today by the 
name of a German tribe of the Roman 
days—Tedeschi, a name which in the Ital- 
ian mind means barbarian. It is forced to 
agree to send fresh troops eastward to re- 
place battered Italian regiments. 


Answer to Wishful Thinkers. 


It is no use at this time assuming that 
German civilian morale is on the verge of 
cracking. If it were, Hitler's troops would 
not be fighting as well as they are. It is no 
use indulging in the thought that his air 
forces have meited to nothing. If that were 
true, he could not have launched the at- 
tacks he has just abandoned in Tunisia. 


His military power is still stupendous. On 
paper, it is no equal for the potential 
which all ‘the United Nations together 
can mobilize against it. But it is not troops 
or guns or planes at the training camps 
which count, but troops and guns and planes 


at the front. And still today, much of what 
the Allies have is far from the front. 


Despite his man power and organizational 
losses, Hitler probably still commands 
around 300 or more German combat divi- 
sions, as well as over 150 divisions pro- 
vided by his allies. Against that, Russia has 
perhaps as many as 250 to 275 divisions 
available against Germany. Britain has 70 
or 80 organized and equipped combat divi- 
sions, but some of them are needed on oth- 
er fronts. Probably not ower 50 British di- 
visions are available in Europe. American 
forces actually in European and African 
theaters may by now equal 20 divisions, cer- 
tainly not much more, 

Add all these figures ahd the fact emerges 
that Hitler with his satellites can dispose 
more organized, trained and equipped 
ground forces in Europe than the United 
Nations can bring to bear against him at 
the front. 


As to Plane Production. 


His plane factories may be down now to 
as low a production figure as 1500 combat 
units a month. That is far below the com- 
bined output of British, American and Rus- 
sian factories. But the biggest segment of 
Allied air production is in America, and 


America is from 3000 to 6000 miles from. 


the front. 


The manner in which Hitler extricated 
his armies from a complete rout in South- 
ern Russia was masterly. What seemed 
like disaster has been converted into only 
a major reverse. He lost an army at Stalin- 
grad. But by that sacrifice, he has appar- 
ently bought back larger armies which 
would otherwise also have been lost.

The flames are licking around the foun- 
dations of Valhalla, but the time is not yet 
ready for it to come crashing down in the 
twilight of the Nazi gods. The lines are 
forming for the great Battle of the Weat, 
but the forces are more evenly matched 
than we might desire, and it is far from 
certain that the battle will end quickly or 
easily in our favor.

Let’s Save Spaniards, Too

F it is America’s policy to protect the 

economic life of Spain, we ought to take 
an equal interest in protecting the lives of 
Spaniards. 

For that reason, Secretary of State Hull 
should act at once in behalf of Spanish 
Loyalist exiles about to be returned from 
France. The Vichy Government, it is re- 
ported, plans to send back to Spain some 
100,000 Loyalists who fled when Fascism 
took over their country. If Gen. Franco’s 
Government follows precedent, many of 
these enemies of Fascism will be executed, 
others persecuted and harassed. By vig- 
orous and sincere representations in time, 
America might prevent that. 

If there is no way to save Franco's old 
enemies from being delivered into his 
hands, then the State Department ought to 


make it clear to him that he will be held 


strictly accountable for every life so placed 
at his disposal. The economic measures 
taken to bolster his regime, and the honeyed 
words which our Ambassador addresses to 
him, have made Gen. Franco a peculiar 
sort of responsibility of our State Depart- 
ment. If he is permitted to liquidate Loyal- 
ists returned to him by Vichy, the stain 
will lie on our Government, as on his. 
Secretary Hull should therefore make it 
clear that a nation which is fighting 
Fascism will not stand idly by when those 
who fought Fascism first are in danger.

SET RECORD IN FEBRUARY’ 


A record daily total of 798,034 
pounds of Class 1 milk was sold in 
the St. Louis Marketing area in 
February, William C, Eckles, act- 
ing Market Administrator, reported 
today. Class 1 milk is that used 
for fluid purposes. The total was 
the highest reported here in any 
month in the 10 years of the Fed- 
eral marketing program. The daily 
Class 1 sales exceeded those of 
January by 5.11 per cent, and was 
16.26 per cent over the daily sales 
in February, 1942. 

Total class 1 milk sales in Feb- 
ruary amounted to 22,344,958 
pounds, Eckles said. This, he said, 
represented 85.98 per cent of the 
total local production. Total sales 
in the month, in all classes, amount- 
ed to 28,699,389 pounds, or 928,166 
pounds daily, an increase of 6.08 
per cent over January but 6.08 per 
cent less than last February. 

Producers received an average 
of $3.29 per hundredweight for 
February deliveriés of 3.5 per cent 
milk, he said, the same average 
paid last month, but 57 cents high- 
ér than the average paid in Febru- 
ary, 1942. The total value of milk 
production on a 3.5 per cent but- 
terfat basis in the St. Louis mar- 
keting area in February was 
$860,314, compared to $897,960 in 
January and $737,924 in February, 
1942,

Bad Management, 
Main Factors in Lost Working Time 


Accidents Called 


Strikes and Absenteeism Overemphasized, 
Says Dean Stead—Government Criticised 
for Poor Man-Power Planning. 


Poor management, and accidents, 
not absenteeism and strikes, are 
the two most important factors in 
the problem of loss of working time 
in war industry, Dean William H. 
Stead of Washington University, 
asserted yesterday at a luncheon 
meeting of the St. Louis chapter 
of the Missouri Association for 
Social Welfare at Bishop Tuttle 
Memorial. | 

Representing the views of i.e 
public on the question: “Man Pow- 
er: It Is Being Effectively Used?” 
Dean Stead said that the role ab- 
senteeism and strikes play in con- 


Ba tributing-to a loss of working time 
i | has been very greatly overempha- 


sized in the press and in Congress, 
while accidents and poor manage- 
ment, especially the latter, have 
been generally ovenooked. 


In criticising the Government’s 
role. in the man-power problem, 
Dean Stead said that lack of any 
consistent, carefully thought-out 
program has resulted in an ener- 
vating maze of conflicting direc- 
tives and orders. Government de- 
lays and necessary industrial 
changes, two other important fac- 
tors in loss of working time, also 
are more important than strikes 
and absenteeism, he said. 

Stating that there are 20,000 un- 
employed Negroes in St. Louis, 
David Cohen, chairman of the 


Manpower Committee of the St. 
Louis Industrial Union Council, 
CIO, said the city soon will have 
the anomaly of a critical labor 
shortage and unemployment. 

“The CIO,” he asserted, “is de- 
manding the immediate abolish- 
ment of race or color prejudice in 
hiring persons for work in war 
industries.” 

Unless there is an immediate 
and effective wage stabilization 
program, over-all rationing of all 
commodities to assure every work- 
er decent living conditions, job 
training, adequate provision for 
housing and transportation, and a 
break-down of the prejudice 
against hiring minorities, there can 
be no solution to the man-power 
problem, he said. 

Fault for the muddled man-power 
situation also was placed at man- 
agement’s door by David H. Nich- 
olson, personnel director of the 
Sunnen Products Co., who said 
that lack of a sound philosophy on 
the part of management was re- 
sponsible for aggravating the 
man-power problem. Too often, 
warped by ignorance and stupidity, 
he asserted, management is unable 
to look upon the worker as a hu- 
man being. A sound, intelligent 
program of human relations, he 
concluded, is the basis for a solu- 


tion to the man-power problem. 


SENATE GROUP APPROVES 
MARRIAGE HEALTH BILL

JEFFERSON CITY, March 17. 
—The marriage health bill, _ re- 
quiring a_ serological test for 
syphilis of all applicants for mar- 
riage license in Missouri, was put 
well on its way to passage in the 
Senate yesterday when the Com- 
mittee of Public Health reported 
it favorably. It passed the House 
several weeks ago. 

An amendment making clear 
that osteopathic physicians as well 
as doctors of medicine could make 
certain examinations will, if 
adopted in the Senate, require 
House concurrence, 

Under the terms of the bill and 
the amendment, it is made unlaw- 
ful to issue a marriage license to 
any person who does not file a 
report of a negative, laboratory 
test for syphilis and ‘an affidavit 
from the applicant that he or she 
is free of the disease. In case of 
a positive test a license may be 
issued on the filing of a state- 
ment by a physician, either med- 
ical or osteopathic, that the appli- 
cant is not infected, or that the 
disease is not in a communicable 
stage. Laboratory tests would be 
made only in the laboratory of 
the State Board of Health, or in a 
laboratory approved by the board.

BRITAIN'S CATHOLIC 
PRIMATE DIES AT 7] 


Cardinal Hinsley, Archbishop 
of Westminster—Member of 
Council of Christians, Jews. 


LONDON, March 17 (AP).—The 
Most Rev. Arthur Cardinal Hins- 
ley, Archbishop of Westminster 
and primate of the Roman Cath- 
olis Church in Great Britain died 
this morning at his country home 
at Buntingford, Hertfordshire, 
after an illness which began Feb. 
28 when he suffered a heart at- 
tack. He was 77 years old. 

He was known as one of Brit- 
ain’s most outspoken church lead- 
ers on economic and political mat- 
ters and was long one of the coun- 
try’s most vigorous fighters 
against Fascism and Communism. 

The son of a village carpenter 
in Yorkshire, he was created a 
Cardinal five years ago after a 
severe attack of paratyphoid had 
forced him to abandon a career 
in the mission field in South Af- 
rica. 

Since the beginning of the war 
he had been outspoken in his ut- 
terances against the Axis powers 
and their acts of aggression. 

In May, 1940, Cardinal Hinsley 
appealed to Catholics throughout 
the world to “condemn by word 
and deed” the Nazi invasion of 
the Low Countries. As the war 
progressed, he continued to de 
nounce Nazism as “the arch-enemy 
of mankind.” 

In August, 1940, he broadcast to 
the United States, declaring that 
“worship tothe idol of exclusive 
race superiority” was responsible 
“for turning Europe into a sham- 
bles.” 

Praising the pronouncements of 
President Roosevelt as those of 
“a Christian statesmen,” *the Car- 
dinal said In the broadcast: 

“I imagine every decent-minded 
man, whether Democrat or Repub- 
lican, will agree with him that 
peace can have no permanent 
foundation unless it is built on re 
ligious and moral values.” 

Cardinal Hinsley was one of five 
religious leaders chosen to head a 
British Council of Christians and 
Jews, formed last September to 
combat religious and racial intol- 
erance and to promite fellowship. 

Last Christmas eve, after Amer- 
ican troops had landed in North 
Africa, the Cardinal joined with 
the Anglican Archbishop of Can- 
terbury in a broadcast to Europe’s 
occupied countries in which ihey 
assured them that Allied successes 
were the dawn of a new hope. 

On Sundhky, March 7, he issued 
from his residence a Lenten mes- 
sage praising the Russians for 
their “heroic defense of their 
hearths and homes.” “For Russia 
we plead daily in our prayers after 
mass,” the message said. 

Summing up his attitude toward 
the current war, he said: 

“I declare that for me neutral 
ity of heart is impossible in this 
struggle. I see it as a great con- 
flict between light and darkness.”

HIT AT JAP SHIPS 
AND ISLAND BASES 


Widespread Air Opera- 
tions’ Above Australia 
—No Trace Found of 
Battered Convoy. 


ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, March 17 (AP). 
Allied planes struck at enemy sea 
transport and bases over a wide 
area yesterday in the developing 
battle of the island fringes around 
Australia where the Japanese are 
reported concentrating troops. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur’s air- 
men, seeking to finish off a three- 
ship Japanese troop convoy which 

“was attacked the previous day 
while headed for Dobo, in the Aroe 
Islands 500 miles north of Darwin, 
reported they could find no trace 
of the vessels in a search of the 
west coast lines of the Aroes and 
the south coast of New Guinea. 

“We don’t know where the con- 
voy went, but it didn’t reach Dobo,” 
a headquarters spokesman said. 

Two Ships Blasted. 

Two of the ships in the convoy 
previously had been reported heav- 
ily damaged by direct bomb hits 
and severe casualties were said to 
have been inflicted on troops 
crowding the decks. 

Allied headquarters made no 
claim that the vessels had been 
sunk. 

While the search for the convoy 
was pressed, Allied medium bomb- 
ers attacked Dobo, scoring hits on 

’ barracks, tents and a radio station, 
today's communique said. Three 
luggers also were reported bombed 
and sunk near Wokam, a smal! 
island in the Dobo area. 

Cargo Ships Attacked. 

Heavy bombers dodged a hail of 
anti-aircraft fire to attack three 

medium-sized Japanese merchant 
ships off Cape Vandenbusch, Dutch 
New Guinea, but were unable to 
observe results, the communique 
said. A small enemy freighter also 
was bombed and strafed in the Bay 
of Kaimana. 

A-20 Havoc attack-bombers car- 
ried out a tree-top raid on the 
Japanese base at Salamaua, New 
Guinea, setting four fires among 

the. enemy’s dwindling fuel sup- 
plies. The fires later were observed 
to have merged into a single con- 
flagration visible 20 miles away. 
Buildings at Lae also were at- 
tacked. 

A Flying Fortress on reconnais- 
sance over Ubili, New Britain, 
drove off an attack by a twin- 
engine enemy bomber and shot it 
down in flames at sea, the commu- 
nique said. 

There was no mention of loss of 
Allied planes. _, 


¢ JAP SHIPS SUNK 
BY U.S. SUBMARINES 


WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP). 
~The United States submarine 
score against Japanese ships in the 
Pacific war zone today stood at 
1998—including 138 sunk, 23 listed 
as probably sunk and 38 damaged. 

Successful attacks against seven 
enemy vessels were reported by 
the Navy yesterday in a communi- 
que which listed four as sunk and 
three as damaged. Those sunk in- 
cluded a destroyer, a large cargo 
ship, a large transport and a me- 
dium-size cargo vessel. The dam- 
aged ships were a medium-size car- 
g0 carrier, a medium-size tanker 
and a small cargo ship. No details 
were given. 


JOHN THOMPSON JR., 
ST. LOUIS, WINS AIR MEDAL

March 17 (AP). — Sergt. John 
Thompson Jr. of St. Louis is 
among eight more officers and 
men who. have received the Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross for cour- 
ageous and extraordinary service. 
They flew into enemy territory in 
unarmed transport planes to sup- 
ply Americans and Australians at 
Buna and Sanananda, participat- 
ing recently in more than 50 such 
flight missions.

LMER DAVIS, Director of 
War Information, told a 
press conference today that 
only five Japanese out of 15,000 
escaped death or capture in the 
battle of the Bismarck Sea

About 100 Japanese escaped 
drowning and reached shore, 
Davis said, but of this handful 
only five escaped.

Because they brought four trans- 
ports loaded with troops, it is a 
fair assumption that they intended 
occupation.

“However, in the midst of their 
well-planned assault the Japs found 
themselves attacked from behind 
by land-based pursuit planes and 
bombed and torpedoed by land- 
based bombers. “That upset their 
rickshaw. Their spy work, which 
made Pearl Harbor possible, had 
failed. 

“Apparently their deduction, and 
a good one, was: Where there are 
land pursuit planes and bombers 
there is a field, and where there is 
a field there is a fortification, and 
where there is a fortification our 
ships are in mortal danger—par- 
ticularly carriers and transports. 


Japanese Turn Back. 

“And so the Japs turned back. 
To get an idea of what our air 
force accomplished you might see 
Col. Peterson.” (Leslie O. Peter- 
son, chief of staff of the Eleventh 
Air Force.) 

Col. Peterson said: “Two Jap ob- 
servation planes flew through Um- 
nak Pass—between Umnak and 
Unalaska Island—and Lieut. John 
B. Murphy shot down the first. 

“Then four Jap dive bombers 
swept over Umnak Island. I don’t 
think they saw our airfields. We 
jumped them in Umnak Pass, and 
our Warhawks shot down three. 

“In the afternoon, nine Japs 
tried to come in over our island 
and they were attacked again. One 
plane was shot down in air battle 
and another was destroyed by 
ground fire. 

“But perhaps more important 
than our pursuits’ work were our 
bombers. They got two torpedo 
hits on a cruiser despite the heavy 
overcast, and a 1000-pound bomb 
hit an unidentified ship. 

“T am sure that our secret land- 
ing fields from which the bombers 
and pursuit ships were launched 
forced the Jap to go packing. He. 
went 750 miles to Kiska to make 
an unopposed landing.”

BROWN CANCELS VETO POWERS 
OF OPA’S LEGAL CONSULTANTS 


WASHINGTON, March 17 (AP). 
—Price Administrator Prentiss M. 
Brown, acting to speed up and sim- 
plify OPA procedure, has removed 
all veto powers of the agency’s 
lawyers. 

In a special memorandum to his 
staff, Brown said the administra- 
tive heads of OPA—men in charge 
of rationing, rent, price control, 
etc.—“are hereby authorized to 
make final decisions on those pro- 
gram matters which ‘are within 
their respective jurisdictions.” 

Formerly, nearly the whole OPA 
setup had parallel administrative 
and legal lines of authority and 
action often was delayed until the 
two groups agreed. 


ADVOCATES HEARD 
ON BILL REVISING 
CIVIL COURT CODE 


Supreme Judge Clark 
Backs It Before State 
Senate Committee as 
‘Great Step Forward.’

JEFFERSON CITY, March 17.— 
The Missouri Supreme Court’s bill 


to revise the code of civil court 
procedure, one of the most impor- 
tant reform measures before the 
1943 Legislature, was submitted to 
the Senate Committee on Judiciary 
yesterday afternoon and advocated 
as the means of simplifying and 
expediting civil court procedure, 
reducing litigation costs and elim- 
inating useless legal technicalities. 

Speakers told the committee that, 


unless civil court procedure in Mis- 
souri was modernized and simpli- 
fied and costs reduced, a large part 
of the work of the courts ulti- 
mately would be taken over by 
governmental bureaus, boards and 
commissions. The people are los- 
ing confidence in the courts and 
lawyers, it was said, because of 
delays and technicalities. 


The committee took no action on 
the bill after an extended hearing 
for its numerous backers. Senator 
Phil M, Donnelly of Lebanon, act- 
ing chairman, said another hearing 
would be held next Tuesday. Oppo- 
nents of the bill, which substan- 
tially would harmonize the Mis- 
souri code with the improved Fed- 
eral civil code, will be heard then. 


Origin of the Measure. 


The bill is the outgrowth of a 
resolution, adopted by the 1939 
Legislature asking the Supreme 
Court for recommendations on civil 
code reforms. If’ adopted, it will 
affect all litigants in civil cases in 
Missouri, and in many respects rev- 
olutionize the present practices. 


It was drafted by Judges of the 
Supreme Court after more than 
three years of study by two re 
search committees appointed by the 


these committees and suggestions 
from many Missouri judges and 
hundreds of members of the bar. 
Supreme Judge Albert M. Clark, 
who was active in drafting the bill, 
said the measure represented the 
report of the court in résponse ‘to 
the legislative request in 1939. He 
said: 

“It is not perfect but it repre- 
sents the composite view of many 
lawyers and judges. We present it 
as the best we could do, and we 
believe it will be a great step for- 
ward.” 


Kenneth Teasdale of St. Louis, 
chairman of the Supreme Court 
Committee on Civil Procedure, 
said: “Phe bill is not the product 
of crusaders or visionaries, or per- 
sons with axes to grind, but repre- 
sents the view of a large number 
of lawyers of the State who desire 
to improve the code.” 


For Pre-Trial Conference. 


One of the numerous major 
changes proposed would permit the 
judge of a trial court, in his dis- 
cretion, to call the attorneys for 
litigants in a case into a pre-trial 
conference to discuss simplifica- 
tion of the issues, any necessary 
amendments to the pleadings, 
agreement on undisputed facts, 
and other matters that would expe- 
dite the disposition of the case. 

Harry Gersnenson, attorney, of 
St. Louis, said that, ‘in states that 
had adopted the pre-trial confer- 
ence system, it had resulted in dis- 
missal or other disposition of many 
cases without trial. He said that 
in Massachusetts the method had 
saved an average of two to three 
years in getting cases to trial in 
larger cities, and that, in Detroit, it 
had resulted in disposition ef 54 
per cent of the cases on pre-trial 
conferences in 1941. 


In discussing a provision that 
would bar a litigant from complain- 
ing of an error in a jury instruc- 
tion on appeal, unless he had made 
his specific objection before the 
jury retired to consider a verdict, 
Samuel L. Trusty, attorney, of 
Kansas City, told the committee: 
“Instructions are the bugbear of 
the practice of law in this State.” 

Trusty said a law publication 
survey showed about 44 per cent 
of the reversals of judgments on 
appeal in Missouri resulted from 
erroneous jury instructions. 

“If the trial court and all the 
lawyers can’t find an error in the 
instructions,” Trusty said, “that 
error is not likely to influence the 


jury.” 


Simplified Procedure.” 


Among other provisions, the bill 
would simplify procedure in filing 
answers to suits, motions for new 
trial and appeals; abolish demur- 
rers, bills of exception and writs 
of error; permit cases to be dock- 
eted for trial as soon as the legal 
issues were joined, and pleadings 
would be simplified and — 
to be specific. 

The Supreme Court would be au- 
thorized to make rules governing 
procedure on appeal, to prescribe 
standard forms for writs and 
process, to suggest forms for 
pleadings, motions, instructions, 
orders and notices and other pro- 
ceedings and to promulgate general 
rules for all courts of the State. 

Among others who supported the 
bill were former State Senator 
Russell L. Dearmont and Roscoe 
Anderson, attorneys, of St. Louis. 

Charles Rendlen of Hannibal, 
who appeared as a supporter of the 
bill, offered objections to several 
of its provisions, but said improve- 


ment of the code was necessary.

INQUIRY INTO LOAN

JEFFERSON CITY, March 17. 
—The small loan and lobby inves- 
tigating committee of the House 
of Representatives has decided to 
look into the operations of loan 
and investment companies when 
it resumes hearings in St. Louis 

next week. 


Chairman Walter E. Bailey said 
the first two or three days of 
the sessions next week would be 
devotei to further investigation 
of those firms which operate 
under the so-called uniform small- 
loans act and: then witnesses 
would be called to testify about 
the loan and investment com- 
panies. 

These firms operate under a 
law which limits their interest 
charge to 8 per cent a year, but 
permits an additional charge of 
$1 for every $50 lent for investi- 
gation of the applicant, and a fur- 
ther charge of $20 on each loan 
when an automobile is used as 
security for the loan. 

The small-loan and loan and in- 
vestment interests clashed during 
the last session of the Legislature 
on a bill which would have elim- 
inated the provisions in the loan 
and investment company act per- 
mitting the “extra hazard” charge 
when loans are secured by an 
automobile. 

The small loan committee of the 
St. Louis Bar Association charged 
in a report two years ago that the 
investigation and hazard fees were 
being used as a device to collect 
more than the legal interest rate. 


A counter-charge was made by |" 


representatives of the loan and in- 
vestment companies that the bill 
to eliminate the special fees 
charged by them was designed to 
put them out of business and per- 
mit the small-loan companies to 
takeover their business. The bill 
passed in the Senate but was killed 
in the House. 

Bailey said the committee would 
also inquire into the operations of 
banks and possibly pawnbrokers 
after finishing with the small-loan 
and the loan and investment com- 


panies.

ON’T forget Saturday, March 13, 1943. Some 
time in the future it will be proved to be the 
date on which the Allied Nations won the war.

Lord Woolton either in effigy or in the flesh and 
storming the doors of No. 10 Downing street, de- 
manding that Churchill not allow such a horror 
to be foisted on a people who had already suf- 
fered blood, sweat and tears. 

But there were no such uprisings and I knew 
then that the war had been won and that no 
matter what final desperate effort Hitler might 
make he would nave nc chance of winning when 
a free people could look a cauliflower pie in the 
eye and accept it as part of.their daily diet as a 
means to final and complete victory.

A 
soil that is too heavily supplied 
with fertilizer will “scald” the 
feeding roots. In the small garden 
broadcast and rake in fertilizer 
(chemical or commercial kinds) 
about a week before planting; side 
dress the rows about once a 
month.

For Teeth to 
‘Go Wrong

* GOOD tooth belongs in the 
A same category as a perfect 
wife—it is more of an abstrac- 
tion than a reality. The description 
of it belongs in the realm of 
theory. 

All that you see of a tooth— 
when it is in your head, at least— 
is the crown. In fact, all you see 
is the outside of the crown—the 
enamel. The root and the internal 
structure of the tooth are hidden. 

A tooth removed from the jaw 
is seen to have three parts—the 
crown, the neck and the root. The 
crown, as we have said, is ex- 
posed, the neck is covered by the 
gums and the root is embedded in 
the jaw bone. 

If you were to saw this tooth 
lengthwise, you would find sev- 
eral layers, like the rings of a 
tree, Over the crown, on the out- 
side, is the enamel, very hard and 
white normally, hard because it 
must stand so much wear, 

Under the enamel is the dentin 
—a calcified substance not quite 
so hard ag the enamel, but still 
very dense. It extends into the 
root also, but in the root it is cov- 
ered by cementum instead of the 
enamel of the crown. 

The center of the tooth is the 
pulp and pulp canal, carrying the 
nerve and blood vessels. 

The root is attached to the jaw- 
bone by a hammiock-like structure 
—the periodontal membrane. This 
serves as a cushion so that the 


teeth, when they bite and chew, , 
can withstand the impact of asi 


upper and lower jaws. 
x *« ®* 


THE ALVEOLAR BONE of the 
jaw, in which the tooth is embed- 
ded, is almost a part of the tooth. 
It anchors the tooth in place and 
in the ideal tooth keeps it upright 
in place. Perhaps the reason most 
teeth do not qualify as entirely 
“good” is because they are off line, 
crooked, and therefore do not con- 
tact the opposing tooth of the op- 
posite jaw. 

It is easy to see from this de- 
scription the ways in which a tooth 
can go wrong. The enamel, hard 
as it is, may get a minute crack 
in it, food particles lodge there and 
decay, thereby starting caries or 
cavities which, going down to the 
softer dentin, may destroy it and 
get clear to the pulp, which results 
in an abscessed tooth. The gums 
may retract, exposing the soft den- 
tin, and opening up the danger of 
infection. Infection reaching the 
pulp may go clear to the root tip, 
causing an apical infection. The 
supporting structure of the tooth 
may give way, causing malocclu- 
sion.

ness can sometimes be restored by 
putting the vegetables into cold 
water for half an hour, but noth- 
ing can bring back the vitamins 
that were lost when they dried out 
the first time; they’re gone for- 
ever. On the other hand, the min- 
eral content is not destroyed along 
with the vitamins, so vegetables 
which are past their first fresh- 
ness still have value. So always 
choose the crisp, fresh product, 
and keep it crisp in your kitchen 
by refrigeration. But don’t throw 
anything out because it is no long- 
er crisp; it still has food value of 
other kinds. 
Corn Sticks or Muffins. 

One cup all-purpose flour, one 
cup yellow cornmeal, one-half tea- 
spoon soda, one teaspoon baking 


powder, one teaspoon salt, one egg, 
beaten, one and one-fourth cups 
buttermilk, two tablespoons light 
molasses, two tablespoons melted 
shortening. 

Sift flour, measure and_ resift 
twice with cornmeal, soda, baking 
powder and salt. Beat egg, stir in 
milk and molasses, and add melted 
shortening. Pour into dry ingred- 
ients and stir until dry ingredients 
are just dampened; then give three 
or four more quick stirs. Dip 
quickly into hot greased cornstick 
or muffin pans, and bake 15 to 20 
minutes in a moderately hot oven 
(425 degrees). Makes one dozen 
corn sticks or muffins.

Players Lack 


Defense Skill

HE average player could well 
T attora to devote less time to 

ways and means of bidding 
slams, and apply that time to 
brushing up on defense. I refer 
to such players as West in the 
following deal:

The bidding: 


As may be seen, the bidding was 
decidedly vigorous on the part of 
both North and South, and the 
final contract could not have suc- 
ceeded except with the kind assist- 
ance on a defender. - 


West opened the heart six, dum- 
my ducked, and East properly 
played the nine, preserving the 
queen to overlay dummy’s ten. De- 
clarer won with the king and, not- 
ing that he was a long way from 
nine tricks, promptly returned a 
heart to “see what would hap- 
pen.” , West started on his own 
downfall by putting up the heart 
jack, and East glared angrily as 
he had to waste his singleton 
queen on this trick. East returned 
a low diamond and _ declarer 
ducked. West won with the ten 
and now tried a new line of at- 
tack; He shifted to his low club. 
Dummy’s king won and a diamond 
was played to the ace, dropping 
West's blank queen. Now detlar- 
er played his last heart toward 
dummy. West went up with the 
ace (establishing dummy’s ten- 
spot) and led another club. East 
had had to discard a club on the 
third heart play, and now when the 
heart ten was cashed, he found 
himself in serious difficulties. He 
was down to four spades and two 
diamonds. Dummy at this point 
had its original four spades, the 
heart ten, and the diamond eight. 
Declarer had the ace-four of 
spades, the nine-four diamonds, 
and the jack-nine of clubs. The 
heart ten forced East to discard a 
diamond, since a spade discard 
would unguard dummy’s suit. De- 
clarer let go the nine of clubs. The 
diamond eight now was led and it 
was all over. East won with the 
king, but could return only & 
spade. Declarer went up with the 
ace, cashed the diamond nine, then 
led a spade to dummy and cashed 
the king and queen for the eighth 
and ninth tricks.
